At the Orlando Hamcation and via the mail we 
have received considerable complaints from our SKIP mem- 
bers on lateor non deliveries. 

Let me repeat that we mail all (52 zipped) sacks 
at the SAME TIME. Honest. We normally mail about 
the 24th or 25th of each month. 

Florida has 5 or 6 Section Center Facilities. (SCF) 
From Miami all bags are routed ‘via these SCFs, then they 
are rerouted to various cities around the SCFs. Then ‘ 
they are rerouted to various city “branches or Sub-stations 
where they are broken down to local ZIP numbers by 
your local mail carriers. NOW if your carrier handles 
SKIP as “Second Class” and not “Junk Mail’(an.d we 
suspect many of them do) all SKIPs in Florida should 
be delivered within 5 days. This is what Postal author- 
ities tell us. 

Some SKIP members complain it takes 12 to 16 
days around the Lakeland area. Why? We don’t know. 


TORNADO HITS HAWTHORNE 

What started as a steady but light rain during the February 
Gainesville A.R.S. meeting ended with a severe storm passing 
through Alachua County leaving the debris of a tornado in 
Hawthorne and surrounding areas. Alachua County ARES was 
notified via the GARS K4DPZ (22/82) repeater that a tornado watch 
was in effect shortly after the GARS meeting ended. Shortly after 6 
a.m. the next morning ARES was notified of a possible tornado 
touchdown in Hawthorne with the extent of damage unknown. 
After it was requested that ARES provide communication in the 
disaster area an emergency session was called on the K4DPZ 
repeater. 

For the entire day hams were passing messages from the 
disaster site to officials at Civil Defense and American Red Cross. 
Overall, around 15 hams were needed during the effort with over 30 
stations checking in as available if needed.

‘QFN

QEN is still moving along at a fairly brisk pace. In February totals were QNI: 1,034, 
QTC: 865 and QND: 1,579. High QNI’s were W4DL, 56; KA4AMC, 48; WA4PFK, 48, and 
WA4EIC, 45. 

With a County Fair going on in Key West, more traffic has been coming into QFN. . At” 
sometimes looks like Christmas with fairs, etc. going on and we are glad to see the extra 
traffic. 

I’m still looking for you folks to send in a brief sketch of yourselves to put in this column. 
I think you will agree that since thee QF'N Bulletin is no longer being published we should 
make this column as interesting as possible. I’m going to state a few traffic tips for those 
of you who are newcomers to CW nets. I’m doing this as I’ve noticed a few things on the 
net that are not practiced on CW nets and this is strictly constructive. 

1, Never use periods in messages. When you have initials for the addressee’s first name 
separate the letter or letters with a pause then continue on to the last name. Always use © 
AA between the addressee, street address, city & state and phone Nr. 

2. When you finish a message with the signature, use AR not BK. People can construe 
the BK to be part of the signature. If you have more than one message going to the 
receiving station use AR, then B. The letter B signifies that there are more messages to 
follow. This is particularly true when you are transmitting 4th or 5th region traffic. 

3. It is unnecessary to use the word “‘Tel’’ before transmitting the phone number. Just 
use AA after the city and state and go right into the phone number. Then, of course you use 
BT before you go into the text. One thing I’ve noticed in particular on phone nets is that 
some people break before the signature. This is also never done. 

4. One bad habit, and I’ve been guilty of it, is that sometimes when you go off with a 
station to pass traffic, instead of coming right back, you stay and chat for a few. This is 
especially confusing to the NCS when there is a heavy traffic load, and it is extremely 
frustrating for the NCS to keep calling a station that he needs and they take 10 or 15 
minutes in getting back. QFN runs on the average of 30 minutes per session, so this is not 
much time. 

5. Remember also that you never use certain abbreviations on traffic nets such as “‘es”’ 
for “‘and.” As a rule, it’s good to spell out all words unless the message has numbers, 
stated as such in the text.

The ARRL is promoting VHF/UHF Spring Sprints, a new trial 
contest, to encourage the grid-square locator system of record 
keeping. The contest will be held during the week of 18 Apr. from 6 
P.M. until midnight (local); each band counts as a separate con- 
test: Mon., 2M; Tues, 220 MHz; Wed., 432 MHz; Thurs., 1296 MHz; 
and Sat. 50 MHz. To participate, please check Mar. 83 ‘“‘QST”’ for 
contest details and Jan. 83 ‘‘QST”’ for grid determination. See April 
82 “Fla. Skip” for rough latitude/longitude within FL. For 
example, my lat. /long. is 25-32N/80-31W, so my grid block is EL95. 

SIX METERS has progressed to TE season with lots of LUs being 
heard. OA8V is now running 30w of SSB from Peru. On 20 Feb., LUs 
and OA8V were QSOed from Miami in the afternoon with F2 
sounding signals. For tropo buffs on 6M, transstate QSOs should 
have been quite good for several days in the last month; the Bonita 
Springs Ch2 has been heard in Miami early some mornings. 
Dominica is reported to be on with 10 watts. For further info on 
Caribbean 6M activity, listen to 28.885 kHz or at 2300Z on Sundays 
on 3845 kHz (plus-or-minus). Look for KV4FZ, VP2MO, 9Y50JW, 
etc. at that time. 

TWO METERS: Although this column is primarily for FL 
VHRers, I include the next report to ‘beat’ ‘‘QST”’. KV4FZ reports 
working Maracaibo and Caracas, Venez. through the .91 machine 
at St. Croix on the nights of 24, 25 & 26 Feb. Also, the .91 machine in 
the Dominican Republic was able to QSO across the Caribbean Sea, 
too. 

Simplex QSOs did not result from KV4 with the base antennas at 
50 ft.

pressure cell was centered about 350 miles west of Miami. The peak 
pressure was 1024 millibars (30.24’’), while 400 miles from the 
center, the pressure had dropped only to 1018mb. Winds in FL, MS, 
TX, & AL were 10 knots or less at almost all locations. Directions 
gradually changed from NW at Miami to West at Pensacola, to SW 
at Austin, TX. These conditions which could be observed on some 
TV and newspaper maps showed the likely existence of tropo- 
spheric ducting along and across the Gulf. N4BPN of Miami reports 
QSOs with WBONFY/5, K5LZO,KA5AAW (Houston) as well as 
working N5DTG, W5UCN (Gulfport, MS). He heard stations in — 
excess of 600 miles from 9:30 P.M. on the 2nd until he went to bed at 
00:30 A.M. on 03 Mar. W4VTJ of Lantana, reports 50 QSOs that 
evening with 10 stations worked in Austin, TX. MS, LA, & TX were 
all S-8to9. K4F' XP in Satellite Beach worked Houston, Pascagoula, 

MS, and Mobile, AL. However, N4MZ just a few miles away was 

apparently out of the duct and did not hear anything! K4DZP, 
Miami, worked both KL7JGI/4 and W4ODW in the Panhandle on 
both 2 & 432 that evening. By the morning of the 3rd, the center of 
the High had moved to Melbourne and WA4ASB heard a 10 watter 
from New Orleans and AL briefly too on the Homestead 147.00 
repeater about 8 A.M.; no other details of this are available 
because I can’t read my mobile scribbles. By the evening of the 3rd, 

the high pressure cell had moved to about 200 miles east of Jax. so 

intrastate FL conditions were still good, but most activity across 

the Gulf had ceased. However, W4GJO/4 (Brooksville) was able to 
continue to hear around the Gulf to NE TX. Propagation as far 
North as Wilmington, NC could have been good that evening, but I 

have not had reports to confirm it. 

KV4FZ (St. Croix) reports that he has a 16 ft. dish operational on 
1296 MHz, but is running only 6 watts; he is looking for a higher 
power amplifier. In Jupiter, W4WSR reports he is building a 3-stage 
transverter for 1296. A new amplifier of Ott’s initially had 20 watts 
output: but only for a while, so he is back at the bench.

ARMY MARS — REFILED MESSAGES 
By Kay Anderson, AAV4DX 

A message originated in the MARS system should stay in the 
MARS network until it reaches its destination if at all possible. 
There are occasions, however, when common sense dictates that 
the message could be delivered easier by putting it into the 
amateur traffic system. 

A few simple changes must be made by the MARS member 
before he relays his message on amateur frequencies. These 
changes are necessary because: 

(1) The refiled message should conform as nearly as possible to 
amateur radio message form, and 

(2) his identification (amateur callsign) must be included so a 
service message can be sent in case the message is undeliverable. 

The burden of refile falls upon the MARS member. Amateur 
traffic handlers are justified in refusing to accept a message which 
has clearly not been put into proper form. MARS members have an 
instruction manual which outlines correct refile procedure. 

As information to the amateur traffic handler, the heading for a 
refiled, MARS to Amateur, message will look something like this: 
NR1R W8DUV CK 10 GERMANY VIA MARS 2200Z MAR 15 

Any other information in the heading, such as MARS callsigns, a 
date-time group (152200Z), or the word “‘Groups’’ instead of 
“‘Check’’, indicates that the message has not been properly refiled. 
Such a message should be refused by the amateur until necessary 
changes have been completed.
